THE PETITION RESULTS IN REDOUBLING

Flattered the Kaiser—A Grand Duke’s New 
Opera—The New Italian Cabinet—Ex- 
citing Politics in Canada—French Glass- 
Workers to Strike — Roumania’s War 
Preparations—Foreign News. 


Lonpown, Feb. 10.—The correspondent of the 
Chronicle at St. Petersburg telegraphs that 
paper that the only effect of the memorial 
sent by the Guild Hall meeting tothe Czar, 
asking him to extend protection tothe per- 
secuted Jews of Russia, has been to redouble 
those persecutions. 

A REBUFF TO THE LORD MAYOR. 

The Daily Telegraph to-day expresses the 
opinion that the action of the Czar inre- 
turning the Guild Hall memorial in favor of 
the Russian Jews, is the most severe rebuff 
that a Lord Mayor of London. ever received. 
rhe Telegraph adds that the painful effect of 
its return will be forcibly reflected upon En- 
glishmen. 

THE BRITISH ROYAL NAVY. 

LonpDoON, Feb. 10.—Admirai of the fleet, Sir 
G. T. Phipps Hornby, G. C. B., has written a 
letter for publication in w hich he advocates 
an increase inthe number of seamen in the 
royal navy. Admiral Hornby proposes to an- 
nually train 5,000 boys taken from the mer- 
cantile marine service with the object of 
forming them into a naval reserve. The 
Admiral also says that the best trained and 
most reliable mercantile seamen are the 
Danes, Swedes, Germans and Dutch, and 
adds that the English merchant seamen are 
ignorant and insubordinate. 

DISQUIETING REPORTS FROM INDIA. 

Lonpon, Feb. 10.—Most disquieting reports 
have been received from India of Hindoo 
opposition to proposed changes in the laws 
regulating the age of marriage for females. 
The Rajah Mukharjiof Bengal has come out 
in open opposition to the Government meas- 
ure raising the age of consent, and is sus- 
tained by the leading landowners of the 
Province. There is widespread animosity 
among the Hindoos to what they regard as an 
assault on their religion, and while nothing 
is heard of insurrection, loudand bitter pro- 
tests are uttered against the British interfer- 
ence. In viewof the actionof the British 
Government, the Hindoo priests at Madras 
have determined to exclude from the temples 
“all who contravene the customs of marriage 
Sas laid down inthe Hindoo religion, and es- 
pecially to exclude all parents who permit 
“heir widowed daughters to contract second 
Marriages. 

THE GORDON-CUMMINGS SCANDAL. 

Lonpon, Feb. 10.—Sir Wm. Gordon-Cum- 
mings, Lieutenant-Colonel of Scots Greys, 
who is involved in the baccarat scandal, is 43 
years of age, is Deputy Lieutenant of Elgin 
County, Scotland, where he owns consitiera- 
ble property. The Baronet served in the 
British army in Zululand and Egypt. His 
breast is covered with medals, and it was ex- 
pected that he would shortly have been 
placed in. command ofaregiment. Compe- 
tent judges say that he would have saved 
Gen. Gordon at Khartoum, for he urged press- 
ing forward. The junior officers and the 
troops in general favored his views too, but 
the policy of caution advocated by Lord 
Wolseley, the Commander-in-Chief in 1884-85 
of the operations undertaken for the relief of 
Khartoum, prevailed and Gen. Gordon, the 
valiant defender of that city and heroof many 
a hard-fought dDattle, was sacrificed. 

Mrs. Arthur Wilson, the principal defend- 
ant in Sir Gordon Cummings’ action for slan- 
der, is the wife of a partner in the great ship- 
ping firm of Wilson, Sons & Co. Mr. Arthur 
Wilson has an income, itis estimated, of not 
less than $10,000 yearly. Mrs. Wilson is a fre- 
quent entertainer of the Prince of Wales’ set, 
and the Prince often honors her parties with 
his presence at her residence in Grosvenor 
place, and can usually be found during the 
racing season at the Wilson country place at 
Doncaster. Mrs. Lycett Green, another de- 
fendant, isa married daughter of Mrs. WIl- 
son. It was reported a few months ago that 
the baronet was engaged to marry Lady Ver- 
non’s cousin, Miss Garnier of New York. 

AN AMERICAN SCHOONER LOST. 

LONDON, Feb.10.—The crew of the American 
schooner, Amanda °C. Parker, which was 
abandoned Jan. 2%in lat. 38 and long. 68, has 
been landed at Liverpool by the steamship 
Darial, from Philadelphia. The Amanda C. 
Parker sailed from Ship Island on Dec. 20 for 
Wilmington, Del, After encountering terrific 
weather for a month the crew were com- 
pelledtoabandon the schooner, which was 
waterlogged and dismasted. Soon after being 
deserted the vessel foundered. 

A STEAMER ASHORE. 

Four thousand five hundred bales of cotton 
have been landed from the steamer Ocean 
King (British), Capt. Parry, from New Or- 
leans, Jan. 1, for Bremen, before reported 
ashore hear Nordereny Island, Prussia. Prep- 
arations are being madeto float her at the 
next spring tide. 

CENSURING THE IRISH EXECUTIVE. 

LonpDoN, Feb. 10.—In the House of Commons 
yesterday Mr. Morley’s motion to censure 
the Irish executive for its action in the Tip- 
perary prosecutions was postponed until 
Monday next. 

AN HEIR’S SUICIDE. 


Lonpon, Feb.10.—Charies Pratt, an English- 


man who recently committed suicide at 
Annocy, France, proves to have been the 
heir toa fortune of £280,000, which recently 
came into his possession. 


The New Italian Cabinet. 

Rome, Feb. 10,—King Humbert yesterday 
granted an audience tothe Marquis di Rudini, 
the new Premier, and approved the Cabinet 
formed by the Marquis. Signor Chimini has 
been appointed .Minister of Agriculture, and 
Signor Villari Minister of Instruction. Ex- 
aminations are being made into the manage- 
ment of the Marine Department. King Hum- 
bert administered the oath of office tothe 
new Ministry yesterday. He has offered a 
title of nobility to Signor Orispi. 

THE NEW PREMIER'S CIRCULAR. 

The Marquis di kudini, the new Italian 
Premier, has issued a circular addressed to 
the Italian ministers abroad, stating that the 
programme of the Cabinet, if pacific and con- 
servative, will guarantee security to Italy 
and quiet to Europe. The Cabinet, he adds, 
will seek to strengthen Italy’s friendly 
foreign relations. 

PUBLIC OPINION COOLING, 

Public opinion is cooling towardthe new 
Ministry, owing to the belief that itis com- 
posed of irreconcilable elements and lacks a 
common programme. Much difficulty is ex- 
perienced in filling minor offices. The members 
» of the Left have promised neutrality, and 
Crispi willattack the Ministry only in the 
event of measyres being adopted against the 
Driebund or tending to reduce Italy’s 
. finances. It is denied that King Humbert will 
consent to a dissolution of Parliament.

THE PRINCESS ALEXANDER. 

BERLIN, Feb. 10.—The Princess Alexander, 
grand aunt to the Emperor and grand 
mother of the Grand Duke of Mecklenbergh- 
Schwerin, is again reported ill. The Princess 
celebrated her 88th birthday this month, She 
is a remarkable old lady, resembling her 
brother, the late Emperor William, in the 
vigor of her intellect. She retainsa lively re. 
collection of the era of Prussia’s abasement 
at the feet of France and has never been able 
to overcome her prejudice against the 


French. 
THE OPERA ‘‘SANTA CHIARA.’’ 


BPRLIN, Feb.10.—The opera‘ ‘Santa Chiara,’’ 
by Duke Ernest of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, has 
been produced with success at the Municipal 
Theater in Hamburg. The critics treated the 
opera tenderly, perhaps witha recollection 
of the law which makes it acrimeto speak 
disrepectfully of a reigning prince. All the ari- 
stocracy of Hamburg was represented on the 
occasion, and helped tomake the venture fi- 
nancially profitable. Duke Earnest intends,it 
is said, tohave the operé produced in Eng- 
land, under the special patronage of his royal 
relatives, the Queen and the Prince of Wales. 

THE NEW LOAN. 

BERLIN, Feb. 10.—It is announced that the 
lean of 450,000,000 marks already sanctioned 
by the Imperial Parliament for military and 
other purposes, will be issued by the Govern- 
ment on Feb. 17, at about 84. 


The Irish Parliamentary Party. 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—It is not improbable that 
the McCarthyite meeting projected for 
Thursday next willbe deferred. If held it is 
not believed thata complete statement can 
be submitted atthattime. The Gladstonian 
assurances are not considered adequate by 
Mr. Parneliand itis said he refusesto bind 
himself to retire for a period longer than the 
present session of Parliament.

The Workingmen of Belgium. 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 10.—King Leopold received 
a delegation from the Workingmen’s Council 
of Industry yesterday. In a speech he said 
that he had decided to pledge his support of 
the demand for universal suffrage. He had 
the cause ofthe working classes greatly at 
heart, he said, but not being a dictator he 
must leave the suffrage question to the na- 
tion to decide. ‘‘Workingmen are wrong,’’ 
he added, ‘‘in considering themselves a sep- 
erate caste. Weare all Belgians in different 
grades and ali workmen,’’ 

The delegates replied that the workmen 
had been made a separate class by being re- 
fused the right of voting. They trusted that 
the King would assist in conciliating the 
classes in order to prevent unfortunate occur- 
rences. 


Roumania’s War Preparations. 

BUCHAREST, Feb. 10.—The Roumanian au- 
thorities are pushing forward rapidly the de- 
fenses of the capital. Of the eighteen de- 
tached forts which are todefend Bucharest, 
ten will be ready and armed with their Krupp 
guns beforethe summer and the remaining 
eight are to be completed early in 1892. . The 
entire Roumanian army of 300,000 men could 
be concentrated within the forts. King 
Charles is giviig personal attention tothe 
work. 

Gen. Mano, chief of the Roumanian Cab- 
inet, is quoted as expressing the opinion that 
war could not be long delayed in Europe, and 
that small States like Roumania must not be 
found unprepared. Gen. Mano was enter- 
tained at dinner by the Austrian Emperor. 


French Glass Workers to Strike. 


Lyons, Feb. 10.—An extensive strike of 
glass workers in this city and neighborhood is 
impending. The men are dissatisfied with 
the wages they have been earning and de- 
mand an increase. 

MEISSONIER’S PAINTINGS. 

Paris, Feb. 10.—The painter, Meissonier, 
left no will. His intentions of presenting to 
the Louvre two’ pictures, namely, ‘‘L’At- 
tente’’ and ‘‘The Etcher,’’ will be carried 
out by his family. 


The Czarewitch in India. 


CALCUTTA, Feb. 10.—The Czarewitch has ar- 
rived at Madras, where he was received in 
state by the new Governor-General. The 
Russsian Prince ordered coins to be scattered 
liberally among the immense throng of na- 
tives who crowded to see him. In the rush to 
get the money, many persons were injured.

THE ANTI-POOL BILL 


A Long Debate in the State Senate on 
Stone’s Substitute. 


FARMER MEMBERS IN THE HOUSE DI8- 
CUSS THE APPROPRIATION BILL, 


The Special Committee to Visit the St. 
Louis Insane Asylum and the State 
Blind Asylum—Bills to Reduce Street 
Railway Fares in St. Louis—Missouri 
Legislature. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 10.—The Senate 
spent the entire forenoon discussing the 
Stone pool and book-making bill. The dis- 
cussion was held in the Committee of the 
Whole, with Senator McGinnis in the chair. 
Senator Stone, the author of the original bill, 
making it a misdemeanor to indulge in pool- 
selling or book-making, presented a substi- 
tute to except the fairs and race-meetings in 
the State. It specified that pools could be 
sold and books made only on events within 
the State—excepting elections. Senator 
Stone made a long argument in favor of the 
substitute. He said his object was not 
to hurtany of the fairs or legitimate race- 
courses, but to wipe out the pool-rooms and 
other such places which kept open the year 
around. He spoke of the evils of ‘‘Pool 
alley,’’ and told of the many young men who 
had been Jed to wrong-doing by patronizing 
it and becoming subject to its pernicious in- 
fluences. While Senator Stone was reading 


the petitions in favor of the bill, Senator 


Burks asked him to yield to a ques- 
tion. Among the signers of the 
petitions read by Mr. Stone were 
a number of prominent members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, Cotton Exchange and 
other prominent business representatives of 
St. Louis. Senator Stone yielded to the ques- 
tion and Burks asked himif he did not know 
that some of the signers of the petitions did 
a little gambling of their own on the floors 
of the Merchants’ Exchange and Cotton Ex- 
change. Senator Stone replied that he 
couldn’t see how any person could compare 
the business of the merchants mentioned 
with the ‘*Pool alley’’ rabble. 

Senators Burks and Ryors attacked the 
substitute. They insisted that it was incon- 
sistent toallow the sale of pools and book- 
makihgon sporting events in Missouri, and 
make the same a misdemeanor when the 
races are run inother States. Senators Coch- 
ran and Major spoke in favor of the substi- 
tute, and assigned reasons why the ‘‘all-the- 
year-round’’ pool-rooms should be _ sup- 
pressed. At noon a recess was taken until 
2 o’clock, when the consideration of the 
pool-room bill was resumed. 

THE ST. LOUIS INSANE ASYLUM. 

Next Thursday the special committee ap- 
pointed by the House to visit and inspect the 
St. Louis Insane Asylum witha view to ex- 
amining into and reporting on the applica- 
tion for an appropriation towards its 
maintenance, will go to St. Louis 
to make the examination. The city has 
asked $50,000 per annum asthe State’s share 
of the cost and the re of the special com- 
mittee will have much bearing on the result 
ofthe city’s request. The State now pays 
about one-fourth of the cost of maintaining 
the insane in the St. Louis asylum, and the 
city does the balance, including 
the cost of repairs and the 
extension of the asylum buildings. 
Asis generally known the asylums at Fulton, 
Nevada and St. Joseph are supported entirely 
by the State and the St. Louis delegation is a 
unit in the belief that it is only right and fair 
that the city institution should re- 
ceive some substantial aid in return 
for the heavy portion of the _ State 
taxes paid by the metropolitan city. 
The committee appointed onthe Church res- 
olution is composed of Speaker pro tem. 
Florea, Kenamore, Fogle,Coats and Mathews. 
Representative Church was omitted from the 
committee at hisown request. He is hope- 
ful that the committee will, after making an 
examination, report favorably onthe city’s 
modest request. 

ANOTHER VISITING COMMITTEE. 

Another legislative committee is also to 
visit St. Louis. This is the Senate Committee 
on Peblic State Buildings. The committee 
will investigate the necessity of securinga 
new site and building for the Missouri Blind 
Asylum, located at Nineteenth and Morgan 
streets. Senator Miller holds thatghe present 


buildings and grounds are not well adaptedy 


for the purpose they are used, and for that 
reason introduced the resolution calling for 
the investigation. The committee is made 
up of Senators Colley, Dockery, Major, Rich- 
ardson and Miller. 

STONE’S POOL-ROOM BILL. 

The Stone pool-room bill is giving the St. 
Louts Fair Association directory no little con- 
cern. Adelegation came up from St. Louis 
yesterday and got in considerable work dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening. In the party 
were W. R. Allen, Rolla Wells, Judge 
R. A. Campbell, Alvah Mansur 
and C. C. Mafitt. They used 
the argument that the passage of the Dill in 
its present shape would do the Fair Grounds 
property irreparable injury. 

‘*Without the pool and book privileges and 
the betting, which is a big drawing feature,’’ 
said Mr. Maffitt, ‘‘we cannot hope to meet 
the obligations the extension of the grounds 
and the building of thé track created. We 
have one of the finest race tracks in the 
country, which was built at an enormous 
cost. Now, if the law says there shall be no 
book betting or pools on the track during the 
race meetings the only thing wecan dois to 
cut the grounds up in town lots, and thereby 

ruin one of the finest fair grounds and race 
tracks in the United States. We have 
nothing whatever to say or do with Pool 
alley, we simply represent the Fair Grounds 
to save it from demoralization by the enact- 
ment ofa law to prohibit book-making and 
ling everywhere in the States, at all 

under all circumstances.’’ 
_) SS °STREET RAILWAY FARES. 

- acipal Corporations Committee of 
the Hou:e was in session two hours last even- 
ing considering the street railway fare reduc- 
tion bills. The committee heard Sim T. Price 
and A, De Figuredo, representing the St. 
Louis companies, who advanced arguments 
against the passage of the bill. Mr. Price 
said that it was absolutely impossible for the 
roads to carry passengers for less than 4 cents 
without losing money. He presented a mass 
of figures to show the expense 
of operating the electric and cable cars in 8t. 
Louis and in conclusion said none of the 
roads were paying over 8 per cent dividends, 
Representative Suliivan, who presented the 
8-cent bill, made an argument for his meas- 
ure, but Amelung, who presented the 2\4- 
cent bill, had nothing to say for his proposed 
act. 

MILK INSPECTION. 

The Dairymen’s Association of St. Louis has 
a delegation here to-day before the Municipal 
Corporations Committee in behalf of the 
Hawkins billto repeal the State inspection 
act. The dairymen want the bill passed, but 
the extensive milk dealers in St. Louls want it 
toremain on the statute books. As itis now

THE TELEGRAPH OFFICE BILL. 

The passage of the bill in the House yester- 
day to compel all telegraph companies to 
keep their offices open day and night 
in cities of 5000 inhabitants and 
over, does not at all suit 
the companies. Col. Baker, the Western 
Manager of the Western Union, and R. H. 
Bohle, the St, Louis Manager, both strongly 
opposed the bill before the House Committee 
and will now transfer the battle to the Sen- 
ate. They argue that it will be a heavy loss 
to the companies for the reason that many of 
these offices do not now pay expenses. 

NOT FPAVORABLY RECEIVED. 

The bill recémtly introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Cochran to make blacklisting a 
felony has not met with the favor of the 
trades unions throughout the State for the 
reasons that its provisions work both ways 
and . provide _—_ for the punishment 
of trades ~ union ‘representatives 
who would . keep men out of 
employment for their non-fealty to trades 
unionism, as wel] as corporations and firms 
which would resort to Diacklisting. A num- 
ber of the unions have boldly asserted that 
the union interests would suffer far more than 
any of the bla@klisting corporations. The 
unions make it a point to oppose non- 
union men, or ‘*scabs’’ as they term them, 
and very often prevent them from finding 
employment, the object being to get them to 
become members of the union. This, they 
argue, is absolutely necessary to the success 
of the unitonsin their battle for fair wages. 
Senator Cochran has since stated that he in- 
tended no warfare on the unions, and 
has agreed to a substitute bill which has 
been prepared by Labor Commissioner Mert- 
wether, The Meriwether bill is aimed par- 
ticularly at the employers who are disposed 
to blacklist men: without good reason. His 
bill wlll certainly attract much attention and 
will very prebably be opposed in 
a vigorous le. by the railroads 
and other cO@rporations which make 
a practice of bimcklisting those of their em- 
ployes who take’a d in strikes and other 
movements not tothe liking of their employ- 
ers. Mr. Meriwether’s substitute will be pre- 
sented in a day ortwo. The following is the 
full text of the measure: 

AN ACT TO DEFINE AND PUNISH BLACK- 

LISTING. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Missouri, as follows: 

Sec.1. Any pers@m or corporation doing busi- 
ness in this State, whe shall discharge any employe 
or from whose service any employe shall voluntarily 
retire, who shall thereafter by any means whatever 
prevent or attempt to prevent such discharged or 
retired employe from obtaining employment else- 
where, whether within or without this State, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor to be known 
and defined ag,pblacKklisting, and upon conviction 
thereof in apr ‘%rt @f competent jurisdiction shall 
be fined not less t $50, nor more than $200 and 
costs, in the discretionof the court. And every such 
effort to prevent the obtaining of employment shall 
constitute a separate offease in the case of each dis- 
charged or retired employ? so sought to be affected, 
and the party convicted shall be fined accordingly. 

Sec. 2. Any person Going business in this State, 
and employing mechamica! or other laborers in such 
business, or any corporation doing business in this 
State, who having obtained knowledge of the dis- 
charge of any employe or knowledge of the volun- 
tary retirement of any employe from the service of 
any other person or corpération in the United States, 
and who shall thereafter, by any means whatever, 
prevent or attempt to prevent such discharged or re- 
tired employe from obtaining employment else- 
where, Whether within or without this State, 
from any peresa. ©r corporation, other 
than himself or itself, shal™be deemed guilty of a+ 
misdemeanor to be known and defined as biacklist- 
ing, and upon conviction thereof in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, shall be fined not less than 
$50 nor more than $200 and cost in the discretion of 
the court. And everysuch effortto prevent the ob- 
taining of employment shall constitute a‘separate 
offense in the case of @ch discharged or retired em- 
ploye, so sought to beaffected, and the party con- 
victed shall be fined acmrdingly. 

Sec. 3. In the case ofa person or persons convicted 
under secs.

And in the case of corporations convicted under secs. 
land 2 of this act the President, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, Directors and any other officer or agent of the 
offending corporation fbund within the State shall be 
imprisoned inthe county jail of the proper county 
till all fines and costs are paid. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics and Inspection to inquire into all 
violations of this act and report the same to the 
Governor, and also report them to the Prosecuting 
Attorney of the proper county orcity, and upon re- 
ceiving such report it shall be the duty of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney to proscute without delay the cor- 
poration or personchamed with such violation, in 
the manner provided by law for the prosecution of 
other misdemeanors. And it shall be the duty of all 
Circuit Judges to give this act in charge to the Grand- 
jury at each term of theCircuit Court with instruc- 
tions to inquire into all violations thereof and re- 
turn indictments in all ¢ases where the facts in their 
opinion warrant it. -

NOT MUCH ON HAND. 


Members of the Arkansas Legislature 
Calling for Their Pay, 


ONLY $14,000 AVAILABLE TO CASH ALL 
THE WARRANTS PRESENTED. 


The Investigation of Ex-Treasurer Wood- 
ruff’s Books and Accounts Progressing 
—Indiana’s Anti-Bucket Shop Law— 
Proceeeings of the Legislatures of 
Other States. 


LITTLE RocK, Ark., Feb. 10.—A committee 
composed of Senators Bliss, Tellman and 
Martin was appointed tosecure from the 
State Treasurer a balance sheet showing 
what funds the Treasurer should turn over to 
his successor, and whether he has done so, 
and if not what amount has he failed to turn 
over. 

A bill to create a State board for supplying 
school books toall the State schools at the 
lowest price was introduced by Senator Kins- 
worthy. 

A communication from Treasurer Morrow 
was read by Chairman Sevier of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, showing that he 
had received from ex-Treasurer Woodruff 
United States currency in different funds 
amounting in the aggregate to $207,458.06. Of 
this amount the Treasurer shows disburse- 
ments amounting to $158,413.82, leaying a bal- 
ance on hand of only $52,039.24. Added to this, 
$13,000 revenue collections were turned in 
yesterday. Theentire amount in the hands 
of the Treasurer is subject to sight draft. 

When the General Assembly met on Jan. 
12 there was $26,625.21 in the State Treasury 
on account of the general revenue fund. Part 
of this money constituted the proceeds of the 
sale of a piece of property transferred by 
Treasurer Woodruff to trustees for his bonds- 
men to protect them against any loss that 
might occurin his accounts. The property 
consists of a storehouse on Markham and 
Scott streets, and was purchased by Capt. 
James R. Miller, one of the late Treasurer’s 
bondsmen. This money was exhausted dur- 
the first week or ten ‘days of 
the session ofthe Legislature in paying its 
contingent expenses and the mileage and per 
diem of its members. For two weeks some of 
the statesmen who are forced to rely upon 
the compensation for their daily labor to 
meet their expenses, have been discounting 
their warrants at the various banks. To-day 
they are able to cash these warrants at the 
State Treasury. Inresponse to the request 
of the Governor, made about two weeks ‘ago, 
a number of county collectors have forwarded 
to the Treasurer the amount of 
taxes collected up to date. The 
total receipts from this source is about 
$14,000. Yesterday afternoon Mr. Walker, of 
Madison, Chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed to investigate ex-Treasurer Wood- 
ruff’s accounts,introduced a concurrent reso- 
lution authorizing Treasurer Morrow to pay 
the members their per diem out of these re- 
ceipts, which was adopted» Upto 10 o’clock 
this morning warrants calling for over half 
of this amount had been cashed, and if appli- 
cants for these funds continue their visita- 
tions to the Treasury throughout the after- 
noonas they have during the morning, by 
night the general fund will again be ex- 
hausted. 

The Joint Commiltee investigating 
Treasurer Woodruff’s accounts have 
appointed an additional clerk 
and the work of solving the shortage problem 
is being pushed forward more vigorously to- 
day than atany time since the appointment 
of the committee. Twoclerks are overhaul- 
ing the Auditor’s books and two are examin- 
ing those of the defaulting treasurer. The 
Senate adopted a resolution yesterday after- 
noon authorizing the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three to obtain from the Auditor a 
balance sheet showing what funds and the 
amounts that Treasurer Woodruff should have 
turned over to his successor, whether he has 
turned over such amounts and if not 
what sums or amounts he has failed to 
turn over. Senators Russ, Morton and Till- 
man were appointed as such committee this 
morning, andthey at once communicated .to 
the Auditor the wish of the Senate and two 
clerks were immediately assigned to the 
task of procuring the information wanted. 

The Tillman separate coach bill which 
passed the Senate in the early part ofthe 
session was taken up by the House this 
morning and two hours consumed in dis- 
cussing a motion to postpone its considera- 
tion until Friday, the colored Republican 
members being specially anxious to advance 
iton the calendar. By a close vote the mo- 
tion to postpone prevailed, 

TEXAS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 10.—A petition was cir- 
culated in the House yesterday protesting 
against the repeal or modification of the Sun- 
day law. A bill to prevent the exportation or 
sale of bass, trout, quailor turkey was intro- 
duced. 

The bill making limiting notices of railroads 
and telegraph companies invalid was read 
for the thirdtime. It makesa contract lim- 
iting the time for bringinga suit against the 
railroad companies invalid if the time is 
shorter than that allowed by the State. 

KANSAS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 10.—An invitation. to 
the Western States to join with Kansas in 
holding a Commercial Congress to consider 
financial and other matters was introduced 
by Senator Kelley and passed by the Senate. 
The Kansas delegates are four fromthe Sen- 
ate and five from the House.

Exciting Politics in Canada. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Feb. 10—A small-sized sen- 
sation was caused here yesterday by the pub- 
lication ofa rumor from an Ottawa corre- 
spondent ofa local newspaper to the effect 
that he had it from high authority that with- 
in the next few days men prominent in po- 
litical affairs will be arrested on the charge of 
treason; thatthe evidence on which these 
arrests will be made is overwhelmingly 
direct, and that the Government 
is only waiting for certain 
minor researches before putting the 
law in motion. The men prominent in politt- 
cal affairs referred to are supposed, of course, 
to be the reformers. Little credence is at- 
tached to the story here. Goldwin Smith had 
a letter in the Mailyesterday in which a re- 
mark he makes, to the effect that the motive 
of the Government in dissolving Parliament 
was that they knew the growing public 
opinion in favor of reciprocity would ina 
year sweepa protectionist Government out 
of existence, is taken to indicate his opinion 
that the Government will in all likelihood be 
returned to power. Conservatives here are 
betting on a majority for the Government. 

SIR JOHN MACDONALD’S ADDRESS. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Feb. 10.—Sir John Mac- 
donald has issued an address tothe electors 
of Canada in which he says that questions of 
trade and commerce have thrust themselves 
forward in 1891 as in 1882 and 1887, and the 
policy of the Government has, as usual, been 
to foster the growth of the Dominion by every 
means inits power. He takes credit to the 
Government for building the Canada Pacific 
Railway, and then discusses ‘‘unrestricted 
receiprocity:’’ He quotes Mr. Wiman 
who said that unrestricted reciprocity meant 
free trade with the United States and a com- 
mon tariff with the United States against all 
the rest of the world. He then quotes Sir 
Richard Cartwright: ‘‘Some men whose 
opinions I respect entertain objections to this 
(unrestricted reciprocity) proposition. They 
argue, andargue with force, that it will be 
necessary forus, if we went into such an 
arrangement, to aamit goods of the United 
States on more favorable terms than those of 
the mother country. Nor dol deny that this 
is an objection, and not a light one, 
It would, in my opinion, inevitably re- 
sult in the annexation of this Domin- 
ion to the United States.’’ Sir John 
then speaks in glowing terms of the progress 
and prosperity of the Dominion under the 
English Government, says she fs free to make 
her own laws, practically freeto make her 
own treaties, with the power and strength of 
the greatest empire in the history of the 
world behind her. ‘‘A British subjectI was 
born,’’ he says, ‘‘a British subject will I die; 
with my utmost strength, with my latest 
breath will I oppose the veiled treason which 
attempts by sordid means and mercenary 
offers to lead our people from their alle- 
gience.’’ 


MISS KATE DREXEL. 


The Wealthy Young Lady to Take Her 
Final Vows on Thursday. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 10.—Archbishop 
Ryan accompanied Cardinal Gibbons, Bishop 
Keane and other eminent divines of the Cath- 


olic Church and will leave this city to-day. to , 


attend the ceremony of profession of Miss 
Kate Drexel, who will take her final vows in 
the Convent of Mercy at Pittsburg on Thurs- 
day and devote her life and immense fortune 
of over $7,000,000 to the moral and intellectual 
elevation ofthe Indian and colored races. 
Miss Drexel is the daughter of the late 
Francis A. Drexel of Drexel & Co., the 
well-known bankers of this city. About 
two years ago she entered the convent at 
Pittsburg and after a year’s probation re- 
ceived the white veil and the religious name 
of Sister Katherine. According to the rules 
of the order she was placed on probation for 
another year, leaving her the. privilege of re- 
turning to the world if she did not feel happy 
and think herself able to undergo the hard- 
ships and mortifications of the religious life. 
During her trial Miss Drexel has felt per- 
fectly happy and has been most exact in the 
@bservance of all the rules of the order. 
About six months ago she conceived the idea 
of founding an order whose sole work should 
be toteach the Indian and negro. Recently 
she wrote the rules of the new order and for- 
warded a copy ofthe same to Rome, where 
they met with the approvalof the Pope and 
the College of Cardinals. The name ofthe 
new order is ‘*The Sisters of the Blessed Sac- 
rament,’’ and the mother house will be at 
Andanus, a few miles outside of Philadelphia, 
Attached to it will bethe novitiate, where 
the young sisters will be trained for their 
future duties in teaching and administering 
to negroes and Indians. The property on 
which the institution will be built includes 
six acres of land. The main building will 
have a frontage of 200 feet, with a square tower 
on the eastern end surmounted by a large 
cross. Two wings, each about 40 by 120 
feet, will extend north from the 
main building. The institution will be called 
the Elizabeth House, and work will be begun 
on it next month. Miss Drexel was in Wash- 
ington a few days ago consulting with the 
Interior Department with respect to the es- 
tablishment of Indian schools at Pine Ridge 
and other points. During the past year she 
has founded a Catholic mission school and 
orphanage for the colored Catholics of this 
city. After her profession she will begin to 
receive a number of young ladies into the 
new order. Thursday’s ceremony will be of 
double interest, inasmuch as it will be the 
profession of the first sister of the new order 
and one who in the future will be its superior.

Dashman Concealed Laura Fitts’ Real 
Whereabouts on Jan. 28. 


HE GAVE HER FATHER A WRONG AD- 
DRESS PURPOSELY. 


The Lady Cashier Where Dashman Was 
Employed Gives Some Startling Evi- 
dence—He and Midwife Hotson Were 
Old Friends—Their Oonversation Pre- 
ceding the Girl’s Disappearance. 


Some startling evidence bearing upon 
George W. Dashman’s knowledge of Laura 
Fitts’ whereabouts on the night of Wednesday 
Jan. 28, and upon his acquaintance with 
Midwife Hotson, was gained by the 
PostT-DIsPATCH to-day. Dashman has ac- 
knowledged to the lady cashier of the firm of 
Macdonald Bros., 217 North Broadway, where 
he was formerly employed, that he was a 
old friend of Mrs. Hotson’s, such an old 
friend that he knew her before she became 
Mrs. Hotson. He made this statement, ac- 
cording to the story told this morging by the 
young lady cashier in question, who forbids 
the use of her name, on the day of Tuesday, 
Jan. 27, just one day before Laura Fitts dis- 
appeared from home to be carried back the 
mext by Mrs. Hotson herself. The 
little midwife had just left the store 
after having a long whispered conversation 
with Dashman, andthe damaging acknowl- 
, edgment was made by Dashmanin explain- 
ing who his visitor was. He stated to the 
lady cashier distinctly that it was Mrs. Hot- 
son, whom he had known well, even before 
she wasa married woman,and also stated 
what her calling was, evidently having no 
apprehension of the awful fate then impend- 
ingover poor Laura Fitts, and the black 
shadow that was to envelop both himself 
and Mrs. Hotson in consequence. 

MRS. HOTSON AND DASHMAN,

**The day that old Mr. Fitts came to see 
Dashman and inquire about Laura’s absence 
from home Dashman told me afterwards that 
he had given Mr. Fitts the wrong address of 
the place where the girl had spent the night. 
fasked him why he did it when her parents 
were sO anxious to find out where 
she had been, and he said because 
it would get some friends of his in trouble if 
he had given the right address; that the girl 
had been away from home all night before, 
and that her mother must never know where 
she had been. He was laughing over what he 
had told old Mr. Fitts, but I couldn’t see what 
there was to laugh at and told him so.’’

THE CASE OF MIDWIFE HOTSON. 

Should Dr. Homan’s report of the result of 
his investigations into the practice and 
standing of Mrs. Louise’ Hotson, formerly 
Miss Louise Kingle, cause a.revocation of the 
ittle midwife’s license by the State Board of 
Health, the case will bea notable oneas the 
first instance on record where a mildwife’s li- 
cense has been revoked inthe city of St. Louts. 
It will also be more notable as the sign that 
the movement to exercise greater care in 
State supervision of the practice of mid- 
wifery, begun by the State Board some 
months ago,in view of certain abuses and 
dangers known toexist in the system, is be- 
ing carried outin a manner calculated to ef- 
fectually correct such abuses, and to give rep- 
utable midwives a standing which they have 
found it dificult toattain herétofore. Until 
three months ago, Dr. Homan stated to a 
PosT- DISPATCH reporter this morning,women 
applyingto the State Board of Health for 
license to practice as midwives had either to 
show a diploma from reputable school of 
midwifery or else stand an examination in 
their profession by the members of the 
board. This rule, at first sight, would 
appear to satisfactorily cover the situation, 
‘*‘but,’’ added Dr. Homan, at the close of that 
statement, ‘‘the term of study at a school of 
midwifery necessary to entitle one to a dip- 
loma, was only of three months’ duration. 
The board at its last quarterly meeting 
changed that absurd provision, and required 
that a graduate of such a school must have 
studied for at least two terms of three 
months each.’’ : 

A MIDWIFE’S COLLEGIATE COURSE. 

**Is a six months’ course sufficient to teach 
the mysteries of midwifery, Doctor?’’ 

‘*It is better thana three months’ course,’’ 
was the non-committal reply, ‘‘and it is safe 
to say that in future it will not be as easy for 
these schools to turn so many midwives loose 
on the public as underthe old system. You 
know a great many women would take a 
three months’ course who cannot take one of 
six onths, and so the number of lady 
students at these colleges will be materially 
lessened.’’ 

‘*Isn’t the profession of midwifery one of 
rather grave importance, doctor?’’ 

‘‘Itisso grave that in the examinations 
conducted by the State Board in cases where 
applicants were not college graduates, it is 
the rarst thing in the world for one to pass. ’’ 

But reverting to his investigation of 
the case against Mrs. Hotson, the 
secretary said that the State Boaraundoubted- 
ly had the right to revoke the license of any 
midwife found to be guilty of unprofessional 
conduct, and that acharge of immorality 
such as could be sustained against Midwife 
Hotson would surely result in the Boardfe 
taking unanimous action towards revoking 
the license. When, after an appli- 
cant’s appearance before the board, 
a permit is issued author- 
izing her to pactice midwifery, the permit is 
filed in the office of the City Board of Health 
and the name of the new practitioneris duly 
registered. From that moment, naturally, 
the health authorities lose sight of the mid- 
wife, unless her course is such as to bring her 
before the public asa violater ofthelaw. It 
is natural therefore, that great abuses 
should exist in the profession, with 
which the State Board can not 
cope, and the only way to lessen these abuses 
is to punish promptly every offender whose 
acts may be of sucha nature as to become 
public. 

CHARGES WILL BE PREFERRED. 

In Hotson’s case, leaving out of the ques- 
tion the grave charge made in the warrant 
sworn out last Saturday, her confession to 
Chief of Detectives Desmond of her relations 
with Frank Wahl subject her toa revocation 
of license, and Dr. Homan states that even 
should the Fitts case remain a mystery, the 
charge will be brought against the midwife 
that she has been guilty of conduct calculated 
to destroy her standing as a reputable prac- 
titioner, andthe license will be revoked on 
those grounds. The ‘‘act to regulate the 
practice of medicine and surgery in the 
State of Missouri’’ provides as follows: 

Sec. 6878. Certificates—When revoked—The State 
Board of Health may refuse certificates to individu- 
als guilty of unprofessional or dishonorable conduct, 
and they may revoke certificates for like causes, 
after giving the accused an opportunity to be heard in 
his defense before the board. ie 

Dr. Homan stated that the State Board of 
Health would act on the case at its next 
meeting, in April, and that Midwife Hotson 
would be summoned before the board for the 
purpose of giving her defense. Should the 
Fitts case investigation result in a conviction 
of Midwife Hotson under the warrant, the 
court records would be sufficient evidence 
whereon to revoke her license,

ANOTHER VENIRE. 


Probability That It May Be Necessary 
in the Vail Case. 


THE DEFENSE TO ANSWER BY WHAT 
RIGHT IT HOLDS THE COAT.

Several ofthe Accepted Jurors Disquali- 
fied From Service—Arguments to Be 
Heard To-Morrow—Marshall McDonald 
Discusses the Stealing of Vail’s Over- 
coat. 


Two more interesting circumstances have 
developed in the Vail case since yesterdav. 
The prosecution has commenced legal action 
to obtain possession of the overcoat which 
Mr. McDonald now has, and facts 
have come to light which will probably make 
it necessary to summon an entirely new 
venire of jurymen and go over again 
the tedious examination of jurors be- 
fore selecting the final twelve. The 
prosecution filed an application yesterday 
for an order requiring Mr. McDonald to pro- 
duce the coat. This morning Mr. Dryden 
asked that the order be issued, It was ex- 
pected by every one yesterday that the Court 
would take cognizance of the peculiar cir- 
cumstance of the disappearance of the coat, 
either by reverting to its former ruling that 
it had no jurisdiction or by ordering it pro- 
duced, but the explanation of the strange 
conduct of the court in this case was proba- 
bly given when the court sald yesterday that 
it was unfortunate that this case had been 
sent to St. Louis for trial. Nothing that 
occurs, therefore, is surprising, and no 
one was surprised when the court shifted all 
responsibility yesterday, even inthe face of 
Mr. McDonald’s defiance. ‘*I have the coat, 
itis mine, and no power on earth can make 
me give it up.’’ 

The prosecution has evidently determined 
to go into the case with the responsibility for 
the presence of th e coat in court resting On 
the court itself, The prosecution claims that 
the coat was ‘‘in custodia legis,’’ and the 
court must compel its return. When Mr. 
Dryden asked again this morning for the 
order, the following order was made: 

THE COURT'S ORDER. 
STATE OF MISSOURI VS. CHARLES F. VAIL. 

To Marshall F. McDonald and to Marshall F. 
McDonald and Thos. B. Crews, Attorneys for 
Defendant Vail: 

Take notice that the motion has hitherto been filed 
in this Court in this case, which motion 
is in words and figures following: (Here 
followsa copy of the motion filed yesterday.) And 
on Wednesday, the 11th day of February, 1891, at 
10 o’clock a. m., the said motion will be called up in 
this court, when and where you may be present, if 
it please you, to show cause, if any you have, why 
the order asked for in said motion shall not go. 

The notice of the motion was served on Mr, 
McDonald, What action he will take in the 
matter he will not say, though in an inter- 
view given below he states in general his po- 
sition with regard to his action in the matter. 
The motion for the order will be argued to- 
morrow, and one of the most sensational 
speeches of the whole case will be made then. 

The revelations concerning the jurors are 
surprising. The State finally concurred in 
the challenge of Rufus L. Taylor, who said in 
his examt{nation that he had not expressed 
an opinion. The defense  deciared 
that it would show he had 
and to avoid a controversy the 
State concerned in the challange, which leaves 
the forty-seven jurors from among whom the 
twelve were to be selected. But of these two 
are certainly disqualified, and perhaps two 
more. 

HIS WIFE VAILS COUSIN, 

On Thursday morning last, when it was 
thought the jurors would be sworn 
in, r Arthur Ww. Heim- 
burger who was accepted on the 
first panel, went to Gov. Johnson and Mr. 
McDonald and gaid that since his examina- 
tion he had found out that his wife wasa 
cousin of Mrs, Vail, and of course in view of 
that he could not say that he would be an im- 
partial juror, The attorneys at- 
tempted to the Oourt of 
this before the venire was discharged 
but the Court inthis as in many other in- 


| stances refused to listen to the attorneys, 


and so an impediment which might have 
been removed jas been permitted to remain. 
Juror Sommerville was objected to because 
he had formed an opinion and because 
he knew Mr. C. H: Gore, who represents one 
of the companies in which Mrs. Vail was in- 
sured. The challenge was overruled, but the 
defense has since 6 ay ye that Mr. Sommer- 


has a written report of a conversation 
which is saidto have taken place between 
two jurors as they left the court room,which, 
if true, would disqualify them and Mr. Mc- 
Donald says that he can prove that the con- 
versation occurred. The panel of forty-nine 
will certainly be reduced below that number 
and so it will become necessary to call an en- 
tire new venire unless the attorneyscan come 
to some agreement abont including the men 
objected toin their challenges, which they 
are not likely to do. 
A TALK WITH M’DONALD. 

Mr. McDonald was seenthis morning and, 
while he was reticent about discussing his 
case, there were some points concerning the 
overcoat of which he would speak. 

‘*That coat,’’ he said, ‘‘is important asa 
piece of evidence, because the condition of it 
proves many strong facts. It would be man- 
ifestly improper for me to give out 
my defense, so I cannot mention 
the particular facts I propose to 
prove by the court, but there are several of 
them and they are important, Now consider 
this: the prosecution had the coat for 
a year. Measurements of it were 
taken, it was seen by a number 
of witnesses, it was photographed on 
the minds of every one of them. To attempt 
to change it meantdeathtous. Wecould fot 
touch it toalterit. Then why was the State 
not willing to let us havelt when it had prom- 
ised to return it?’’ 

**Why not?’’ 

‘*There is a very important point there 
which I cannot mention, but it willap- 
pear.’’ Mr. McDonaldthen discussed the 
attorneys on the other side and spoke 
of them and their conduct in 
a manner which was not at all compliment- 
ary, saying that he expected to prove at the 
trial facts which woull subject. them to se- 
vere criticism. 

Speaking of the notice served upon him 
to-day, he said: ‘‘I don’t know what they 
may do. They may indict me when 
the Grand-jurv is impaneled. You can do 
anything with a Grand-jury, as Ihave always 
maintained. It is a thng of the past and 
ought to be abolishel, But I don’t 
care what they § db. I made the 
confession in court yesterday that 
Ihad broken down, doors to get the coat. 
Now Imake this statement, that if any one 
can point metoalaw wiiich I have violated, 
except one which I will name in a moment, I 
will plead gulity and take the maximum 
punishment. The exception I make isthe 
law against the malicious destruction of the 
State’s property, I confessed to that, but 
you cannot convict on a con- 
fession unless you prove the ‘corpus 
delicti,” If the State can prove that the 
door was battered down that in connec- 
.tion with my confession would convict 
me, but I would fight that 
case on the corpus delicti. If 
they can show me any other 
law that I have violated, I will plead guilty 
and take the maximum penalty. 

HAD NO RIGHT TD THE COAT. 

**No, the truth of this matter is that the 
State had no right to that coat and 
the State knows it. It was not 
in the custody oj the court for 
Mr. Clover was not, for the purposes of this 
case, the Circuit Attorn¢ey of this court. The 
Circuit Attorney follows his case under the 
change of venue and for the 
purposes of this case Mr. Mudd 
was the Circuit Attorney. They had just as 
well have given the caat to some one in Cook 
County, Ill., as to Mr, Clover.

Threatened to Burn Him Up—Nelson Mor-

Louis St. John Laperche and Michael Bach, 
neighbors, who farm in the vicinity of Casey- 
ville, were pitted against each other in legal 
warfare to-day in the court of Justice Bunyan 
of East, St, Louis.

TAILORS’ TROUBLES 


President Burbank Says the Credit Sys- 
tem and Anglomaniacs Are the Worst. 


TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS OF THE NATION- 
AL CONVENTION OF SUIT-MAKERS. 


The Session Opened With Great Enthu- 
siasm—The Hall Filled With Delegates 
and Ladies—The Address by Mayor 
Noonan—Presidents Meyers’ and Bur- 
bank’s Addresses—List of the Accred- 
ited Delegates. 


One hundred of the best dressed men in St. 
Louis assembled in the ladies’ ordinary of the 
Lindell Hotel this morning, representing the 
Merchant Tailors’ National Exchange in its 
sixth annual convention. Besides the dele- 
gates and alternates who came from all the 
large cities of the country, there were pres- 

*ent the wives and daughters and, in several 
cases, the children of the delegates. The hall 
had been neatly decorated for the occasion 
with large United States fags ana a platform 
for the officers and speakers was placed at 
the end of the large room, 

The Sixnth Annual Convention of the 
Merchant Tailors’ National Exchange will no 
doubt be the most important in its history. 
Questions on national and local incorpora- 
tion of exchanges and the relations the local 
bodies bearto the national body will come 
up and be finally disposed. Another subject for 
debate is that of opening a national trade 
school where the art of true talioring will be 
taught and from which masters 
may be graduated. The question 
of forming a national publishing 
company which will issue an authoritive 
fashion plate and the national news of the 
trade. Some action will also be taken as to 
making a display at the World’s Fair in Chi- 
cago. 

The convention was to have been called to 
order at 10 o’clock, but the 
long rides and consequent fatigue 
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kept many delegates in bed later than usual 
and delayed convention one hour. The ladies’

President Burbank’s address, his farewell 
remarks on retiring from the president’s 
chair after a year of efficient ruling, was the 
feature of the convention during the morn- 
ing session.

He said the National Exchange was no longer 
an experiments Its success was phenomenal, 
and the good it has accomplished was bound- 
less.

ST. LOUIS PROTESTS. 


The House Coinage Committee Hears a 
Delegation From the Mound City. 


MESSRS. LEIGHTON AND HITCHCOCK 
AGAINST FREE COINAGE ON SILVER. 


The Delegation Representing St. Louis 
Business and Manufacturers—Putting 
the New Apportionment Bill in Opera- 
tion—The Late Representative Phelan— 
Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D.C,, Feb. 10.—The House 
Coinage Committee assembled this morning 
within half an hour after authority to sit 
during the sessions of Congress had been 
given. George KR. Leighton and F. A. Hitch- 
cock of St. Louls, representing merchants 
and manufacturers, with a capital of $100,- 
000,000, who signed the memorial against the 
passage of the free coinage bill, were present, 
and the former addressed the committee. The 
memorial signedin St. Louis, he said, did 
not have the signature of a single bank or 
capitalist. Behind every coin, as behind 
every piece of paper, he said was the ques- 
tion, ‘‘What wasit worth?’’ Mr. Williams 
wanted to know if Mr. Leighton asserted the 
value of silver bullion.would betfie same un- 
der free coinage as now. Mr. Leighton 
replied that unquestionably free coinage 
would have some influence, but he was sure 
it could not make silver leap over the existing 
barrier. He believed the world was now in 
such close business Communication that an 
international bimetallic arrangement might 
be effected on a proper ratio, but that 
nothing could be accomplished if this 
country started out with a  determi- 
nation to force an acceptance of its 
views. Silver pools, perhaps, could not or 
were not willing to wait, but the great mass 
of the people were more profoundly in- 
terested ina right solution of the question. 
Notwithstanding the cry of interested parties 
he maintained thatthe great body of the in- 
dustrial people of the West, and especially of 
Missouri, was opposed to free coinage. 

PINE RIDGE’S POSTMASTER UPHELD. 

WASHINGTON, D.O., Feb. 10.—The charges 
filed against Col. James A. Finlay, Post- 
trader and Postmaster at Pine Ridge Agency, 
8. D., by civilians, to the effect that he gave 
military mail the preference in delivery over 
the civilian, have been dismissed by the 
Postmaster-General. During the recent 
Sioux insurrection Finlay had thought it best 
to bunch the mail to be delivered by couriers 
to the different regimental headquarters and 
their respective companies, and the depart- 
ment ruled that he acted right in rendering 
the military authorities as prompt assistance 
as possible. 

OPPOSED TO FREE COINAGE. 

WASHINGTON, D! C., Feb. 10.—President 
Harrison is reported to have indicated yes- 
terday in a conversation with a Boston friend 
that he would veto any legisiation calculated 
to disturb the present financial basis, and 
said that he did not wish Congress to pass a 
free coinage bill, a cill to buy the surplus sil- 
ver, or to increase the amount to be bought 
above that now required by the law. He was 
very emphatic in his utterances. 

THE LATE REPRESENTATIVE PHELAN. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 10.—The body of 
the late representative Phelan of Tennessee 
has arrived here from New York and has 
been placed temporarily ina vault at Oak 
Hill Cemetery.

THE SENATE, 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 10.—The House 
bill to establish the Customs District of Ten- 
nessee, witha substitute constituting Nash- 
ville, Tenn., a port of delivery, was taken up 
and passed. A conference was asked, and 
Messrs. Dolph, Washburn and Kenna were 
appointed conferees onthe partof the Sen- 
ate. 

The Senate bill to authorize the Minnesota 
Boom Co. to construct and operate booms 
and other structures incertain sloughs of the 
Mississippi River and to drive and sheer into 
such booms, logs, timber and lumber found 
in said river, was also taken from the calen- 
dar and passed. 

THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 10.—The House 
bill (coming over from Friday evening) was 
passed increasing to $100 a month the pension 
of the widow of Gen. Custer. 

Leave was granted to the Committee on 
Coinage, Weights and Measures to sit during 
the sessions of the House. 

The army and pension appropriation bills 
were sent toconference. The Senate bill was 
passed for the transfer of army officers on 
the retired list from the limited to the un- 
limited list when they attain the age of 64. 

Mr. Abbottof Texas, from the Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds, reported 
back the bill providing for an extension of 
the public building at Dallas, 
cost of $200,000. This 
Congress last session but was vetoed by the 
President. The recommendation of the com- 
mittee is that the bill be passed over the 
veto. The bill was passed: yeas, 141; nays, 
69. the necessary two-thirds voting in the 
affirmative.

Disastrous Effects of the Recent Blizzard— 
Men and Women Perish. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—The signal 
office furnishes the following special bulletin 
to the press: 

The weather reports from Southwestern 
Texas, New Mexicoand Southwestern Color- 
ado shows thatthe morning ofthe 9th and 
10th were the coldest ever known over those 
sections at this season of the year. 

Following are some minimum temperatures, 
with their relation to the lowest previously 
recorded during the first decade of February: 
Montrose, ,Colo., 12 degs., 16 degs. below; 
Santa Fe, 6 degs., 3 degs. below; Fort Grant, 
14 degs., 5 below; El Paso, 18 degs., 2 below; 
Fort Stanton, 6 degs., 7 below; San Antonio, 
26 degs., 1 deg. above; Oorpus Christi. 34 
degs., 1 deg. above. 

The temperature this morning is 20 below 
the normal over the greater portion of East- 
ern Texas. 

VICTIMS OF THE BLIZZARD. 

RAPID City, 8. D., Feb. 10.—The blizzard 
has passed over and reports of casualties are 
now comingin. A man and woman, sup- 
posed to be a school teacher and driver, bound 
for Elk Creek, were found frozen to death 
four miles out. Their names have since been 
found to be Grant Bay, a young ranchman, 
and Meta Gray, a school-teacher of Sturgis, 
Meade County. Dr. Jones and wife of Hill 
City, reported lost, arrived here yesterday

THE SIBERIAN HORRORS. 


A Russian Indorses Capt. Morris’ Story— 
Denied in San Francisco. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 10.—The story of Si- 
berian horrors which appeared yesterday, as 
related by Capt. Joseph W. Morris, who was 
captured in Behring Sea by the Russian Gov- 
ernment with evidence of seal and walrus 
poaching in his vesseland imprisoned three 
yearsin acoal mine, has madea stir in this 
city. Mr. John Baker ofthe Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s office at the State-house, himself a 
Russian(Baker being an assumed name), says 
that Capt. Morris’ story bears onits face 
every evidence oftruth. Theonly marvel- 
lous thing about it, in Mr. Baker’s opinion, is 
the fact that he was permitted to return from 
that country to a land of civilization, whence 
his wrongs could be told to the whole world. 
Mr. Baker isa fugitive from Russian injus- 
tice and knows from experience the terrible 
punishments inflicted in that country. 

PRONOUNCED A CANARD. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 10.—The story 
which came from Boston yesterday of the 
terrible sufferings of Capt. Morris of the seal- 
Mg schooner Helena, who was imprisoned in 
a Siberian coal mine, is pronounced a canard 
here by officers of the Alaska Commercial Co. 
They keep accurate records of every vessel on 
the Siberian coast, and there is no trace of 
the seizure of any American vessel named 
the Helena, nor of such a vessel being taken 
into Viadivostok. Most of the vessels seized 
by the Russians have been taken for selling 
liquor orarmsto the Indians. What makes 
the Capt, Morris story more fishy is that he 
claims to have passed through San Francisco 
and to have been three months in the 
country, yet this is the first mention he has 
made of the alleged outrage.

ALLIANCE WHITEWASH. 

A resolution providing for an investiga- 
tion of the details of the Noland embezzle- 
ment has been laid on the table by a vote 
of 65 to12in the House at Jefferson City, 
and in lieu of such investigation a resolu- 
tion indorsing the course of the State ad- 
ministration in that embezzlement was 
adopted. 

Every member who voted on these reso- 
lutions knew that the embezzlement would 
have been arrested in its incipiency if the 
Governor had, in accordance with his 
proceeded to enforce the 
monthly statement law which he approved 
and signed in April, 1889. Every mem- 
ber knew that the embezzlement 
continued and grew from month to month, 
because the Governor willfully neglected 
to enforce the law, and permitted Treas- 
urer, Auditor and depository banks to 
withhold the reports which it was his duty 
to examine, investigate and compare. 
Every member knew that he consented to 
this withholding of reports from April, 
1889, till after NOLAND had voluntarily con- 
fessed his shortage in the following year, 
and that none of the heavy fines due to the 
school fund on account of these failures to 
report had been collected from banks or 
State officers, simply because the Governor 
was as guilty as they and had combined 
with them to make a dead letter of ‘the 
law. 

Yet the very body chosen by the people 
to hold State officers to a strict accounta- 
bility and to censure or even impeach them 
for violations of law or misfeasance in of- 
fice has deliberately condoned this willful 
neglect, this official nullification of the 
laws by the highest officer of the State. 

Was a farmer Legislature chosen to 
whitewash such official misconduct with 
votes of indorsement and thanks? If 
money paid by NOLAND’s bondsmen can 
wipe out the Governor’s share in this 
Treasury deliction, why not NOLAND’s? 
Why prosecute the latter and make him a 
scapegoat for the sins of a whole State Ad- 
ministration, if we are to thank the Gov- 
ernor for conduct in the matter which was 
as distinctly contrary to law and official 
obligation as anything NOLAND did?

DERELICT PUBLIC GUARDIANS. 


One of the strange circumstances con- 
nected with the revelation by the Post- 
DIsPATCH of a large decrease in the city’s 
revenue arising from license taxes is the 
fact that the officials at the City Hall ap- 
pear to be as much surprised at the ex- 
posure of the shortages as the general 
public. 

It is the duty of the Mayor to see that every 
department of the Municipal Government 
is properly administered, and it is 
the especial concern of the Comptroller 
to look after the revenues; yet 
neither of these gentlemen seemed to know 
that there was any shortage, or to realize 
that it was. this duty to know it 
and to discover the reason for it 
without prompting from any source. The 
Mayor has’ promptly called upon the 
Comptroller for a report with a view of 
opening an investigation, but it was not 
until the fact of the shortage was made 
known by the Post-DIsPpATcH that any 
step toward correcting it was be- 
gun. The record published by the 
Post-DIsPATCH shows that not only 
Mayor NOONAN and Comptroller STE- 
VENSON have been derelict in holding 
the Collector to his duty, but that with a 
growing city and rapidly increasing bus- 
iness there has been a decrease in the rev- 
enue from merchant licenses since 1885. 
Mayor FRANcIs and Comptroller CAmp- 
BELL also seem to have been guilty of neg- 
ligence. 

The point which the Post-DISPATCH in- 
sists upon in this case is the point it made 
in the Noland defalcation, namely, that 
the responsibility for looseness of methods 
and wrong-doing in one office rests in large 
measure with the officials who are elected 
for the purpose of guarding the public in- 
terests. These guardian officials must 
be held to strict accountability for their 
trusts.

A GREAT COMBINE 
Northwestern ictoeade to Be Operated 
Under a Single Management. 


THE MOST GIGANTIC CONSOLIDATION 
THAT HAS EVER BEEN UNDERTAKEN. 


A Combination of Roads That Will Aggre- 
gate 25,000 Miles—The Plan Already 
Presented and Approved — Details of 
the Scheme—Jay Gould Has a Hand 
in It. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 10.—The Wortp to-day 
says: Before 1891 has expired all the railroads 
in the Northwest will be operated under a 
single management. 

These were the prophetic words of & gen- 
tieman who was one of the prime movers in 
organizing the Western Railroad Association 
and who took a prominent and active part in 
the Windsor Hotel meetings. The event he 
predicts, as outlined by himself, is the most 


‘gigantic railway consolidation that has ever 


been undertaken. The Southwestern consol- 
idation is a bagatelle in comparison. The 
roads in the Northwest include the Northern 
Pacific, the Canadian Pacific, the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern and the Great 
Northern. 

*‘*Why even talk of the proposed Southwest- 
ern agreement,’’ said the gentleman, ‘‘when 
the proposed Northwestern agreement is so 
much more important? Here isa combin- 
ation of roads that will aggregate upward of 
25,000 miles of rail lines now in active opera- 
tionand, toa great extent, in competition 
with each other, Plans for their merging or 
practical consolidation under one manage- 
ment are now nearly complete. It may be 
that the 8t. Paulandthe Northwestern may 
first make an independent consolidation. If 
they do it will only tend to simplify matters. 
The Burlington, the Great Northern and the 
Manitoba are already working in the closest 
relations with each other, so close,in fact, 
that President Perkins admitted at the Wind- 
sor Hotel meeting thatthe Burlington in- 
tended to extend its line from Deadlock to 
connect with the Great Northern. This 
would practically reduce the six or eight 
companies to be considered in the deal to 
four.’’ 

Exactly what the planis that will bring 
about such a consolidation, the WORLD’S in- 
formant refused to state, butit has met the 
approval of all those directly interested in it, 
and little remains to be done except to work 
With these great 
systems knitted ina community of interest 
they would absolutely contro] the territory of 
the great and rapidly developing Northwest. 
No other road could possibly enter this sec- 
tion. They could fix rates ata remunerative 
price and, what is more to the purpose, they 
could majntain them. This group of lines 
would form the northern arm of the four 
great systems which Russell Sage said last 
summer would eventually be formed, 
and which would finally con- 
trol the enormous traffic between 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. Jay Gould’s 
hand can be readily discerned inthe North- 
west deal. With these great warring ele- 
ments on closest terms it would be an easy 
matter to bring the other systems of the 
country into peace with each other. Mr. 
Gould is known to have become a large owner 
of Northern Pacific stock. He holds close re- 
lations with Gen. Samuel Thomas, one of the 
directors, and active in the management of 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad, and with Sen- 
ator Calvin 8. Brice, is largely interested in 
the Great Northern Railway. Both Gen. 
Thomas and Senator Brice were, at the last 
election, admitted to the directory of 
the Pacific Mail Co., which is a very large fac- 
tor in the Northwest railway situation. It is 
also believed that Mr. Gould came to the res- 
cue of Mr. Villard recently when his Northern 
Pacific holdings were in danger, and so 
smoothed the way, to some extent, for carry- 
ing out his great combination scheme, 

Inthe meantime, of course, Mr. Gould is 
busy in the South and Southwest with 
another combination. that will inthe end 
forma Southern system and transcontinen- 
talline. It issupposed that his plans are 
very similar in both cases, differing only in 
details, but based on the same general lines. 
In this connection the suggestion made at the 
Windsor meeting by C. P. Huntington is in- 
teresting. The magnitude of the figures 
were at first appalling, but this generation is 
becoming accustomed to vast figures. The 
idea was the formation of a gigantic corpora- 
tion under the laws of some State like Con- 
necticut or New Jersey, where the law of 
corporations is iiberal and elastic, with a 
capital of 
if necessary. 
panies which were 
together in this huge concern were to deposit 
enough of their stock to give it undisputed 
control. The original companies were to re- 
tain their organizations, but the entire op- 
eration of their properties would be managed 
by the main company. A plan embodying ajl 
these features was even drawn up by John J. 
McCool, in which the proposed name of the 
vast corporation was given as the ‘‘Bankers 
Controlling Co.’’ It 1s not entirely certain 
that some such plan is not now to be adopted. 
It has even been suggested that the North 
American Co. may be utilized for this pur- 
pose, for its charter is broad and liberal 
enough to operate anything from a pin 
factory to a continent.

LENT INSTRUCTIONS. 


Rt. Rev. Archbishop Kenrick’s Instruc- 
tions to the Priests. 


To-day is Shrove Tuesday, the last day of 
festivities before the Lenten season. Shrove 
Tuesday isso named from the old custom of 
confessing and receiving shrift on that day 
preparatory tothe forty days feast. In most 
Catholic countries it is a general day of pleas- 
urs and is the carnival day of the 
Italians, the Mardi Gras of the 
French and the Pancake Tuesday of 
former days in England. To-morrow, Ash 
Wednesday, is the first day of Lent, so cafled 
because in ancient times it was the custom 
of penitents to appear in church with sack- 
cloth and ashes. 

The first day of fast will be most generally 
observed, and extensive preparations have 
been made for the opening mass of the sea- 
son of rest. The regulations issued by Rt. 
Rev. Archbishop Kenrick are very simple, 
and leave with the pastors almost sole dis- 
cretion. The following are his instructions: 

‘*During the approaching Lent there will 
be, by dispensation, leave thé use of flesh 
meats on the tollowing days: 

‘‘All Sundays, Mondays, Tuesdays and 
Thursdays; all Saturd@ys except the Satur- 
day afterthe first Sunday of Lent and Holy 
Saturday.’’

THE COTTON CROP. 


Report of the Department of Agrioulture 
for February. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—The cotton 
returns of the Department of Agriculture for 
February report the estimated product com- 
pared with last year, the proportions from 
plantations and yield of lint toseed. The 
plants were prolific in bolling, Weyer: so 
rapidly in the early autumn as to tax the 
capacity of pickers and leave the cotton ex- 
posed to the weather, which Was un- 
usually moist. There is consequently 
oT general complaint of discolora- 
tion and to some _ extent injury of 
the fibre. Fromthe same cause an unhtisal 
amount of trash was gathered with the cotton 
that was'thus exposed. A consolidation of 
the country estimates, as returned by re- 
porters, makes 106 per cent of the product of 
last year. The State averages are as follows: 
North Carolina (which hada very small crop 
last year), 148; South Carolina, 106; Georgia, 
105; Florida, 95; Alabama, 104; Mississippi, 
103; Louisiana, 95; Texas, 108; Arkansas, 102; 
Tennessee, 110. 

Some correspondents claim that there has 
been an organized effort to hold back the de- 
livery of the crop in the hope of better prices; 
others report its rapid marketing to get the 
benefit of the higher rates, of the opening 
season. It is possible that these causes were 
both operative, the one early in thé season, 
the other later pounteracting the 
early movement. The proportions sent 
from plantations are thus reported: 
North Carolina, 86 per cent; South Carolina, 
85; Georgia, 85; Florida, 9; Alabama, 86; Mis- 
sissippi, 86; Loulsiana, 9 Texas, 89; Arkan- 
sas, 89, Tennessee, 85. neral average, 87. 
The proportion of lint to seed is reported at 
82 to 88 per cent, the better results being In 
the Atlantic Coast States, in Louisiana and 
Texas.

SHERIFF HOLTZ OF EDWARDSVILLE, ILL., 
MAKES 80ME ARRESTS AT VENICE. 


A Five Thousand Dollar Burglary in Cin- 
cinnati—Indicted for Murder—A Reign 


of Terror—Cleverly Planned Robbery— | 


On the Downward Path—The Criminal 
Calendar. 


VENICE, Ill., Feb. 10.—J. B. Larr, one of the 
men injured in the drunken row at Madison 
on the night of Jan. 21, died from the results 
of his injuries at St. Louis Sunday. Up to 
that time no arrests had been made, but yes- 
terday Sheriff Hotz arrived from Edwards- 
ville witha warrant and arrested John Glynn, 
one of the participants in the affair, and took 
him to Edwardsville for 4 hearing. John 
Holtolf, another belligerent, Who sustained a 
broken arm in the fight, was arrested ona 
warrant and brought before Justice Fechte, 
who after a preliminary trial, released 
him, The evidence given showed 
that an old feud existed between 
the Sullivans and Glynns and 
their friends on one side, and the friends of 
Larr on the other side. On the night of the 
fight Sullivan and Glynn assaulted Holtolf and 
Larr, who was in bed in his tent, hearing the 
noise, hastily attired himself and went to the 
rescue of Holtolf. Sounds of severe blows 
were heard by the tenters near by and after 
the combatants dispersed Larr was heard 
calling for his wife. He was carried to his 
tent and found to be suffering from a fracture 
of the skull and rupture of a blood vessel in 
the brain. Though no one can be found who 
saw the fatal blows struck suspicion points 
to Sullivan and John Glynn. Alithe parties 
were laborers engaged on the grading of the 
site of the Madison Car Works. Larr, who 
lately came from Kansas, leaves a wife and 
family. An inquest on the body will be held 
here this evening by Coroner Bonner. 


A Cleverly Planned Robbery.

POSITION OF THE RAILROADS. 
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GEN. STEVENSON OBJECTS TO THE 
TREATMENT OF HIS SCHEME. 


—_—— \ 


The Proposition He Claims Is One Which 
Ghould Be Left to a Decision of the 
People—Johnson Takes Hold—An In- 
corrigble Boy. 


This evening Comptroller Stevenson will 
try to get the Council to consider his charter 
amendment bill as a committee of the whole 
and decidé against the committee which re- 
peported the measure adversely at the last 
meeting. 

Gen. Stevenson argues his case in a very 
logical manner: He said this morning: ‘‘I am 
submitting a reasonable question and making 
a suggestion which {fs 6pen to discussion. But 
it requires a Gharter amendment to adopt it, 
and a charter amendment calls for a vote of 
the people. Now these gentlemen who 
constitute a committee in this cannot step in 
and undertake to settle a question which can 
only be settiéd by a popular vote. Iclaim 
that they have noright to assume any such 
powers, and that their only duty is to submit 
the case to the people.’’ 

Gen. Stevenson’s plan is to establish the 
city debt and the tax for the payment of the 
interest on a basis which, at the endofa 
specified time, will wipe out the debt. 

His substitute is as follows: 

Séc. 1. Theréis hereby created & sinking fand for 
the city of St. Loufs, which shall always be kept sep- 
arate and distinct from othér funds and révenues and 
held sacred for the purpose of rédemption or pur- 
chase of bonds issued by said city, which were out- 
gtanding on the 7th day of April. 1890, and of the 
bounds issued for the renewal thereof. 

Sec. 2. The Municipal Assembly shali annually ap- 
propriate from the fund designated in this Charter as 
**Intorest and Public Debt Revenue,;'’ a sum not less 
than one million two hundred thousand dollars, to 
be used exclusively for the payment of the 
bonds of the city. described in sec. 1 of 
this article, and of the thterest there- 
on. That portion of éach annual appropriation 
not required for the paymént of the interest coupons 
maturing during the respective year, shall be cred- 
ited to, and shall constitute the sinking fund herein 
created. 

Sec. 8.. All dishurséements ont of the City Tréasury 
on account of the Sinking Fund shall be made upon 
requisitions of the Comptroller approved by the 
Mayor; and In all other respects they are to be made 
in the same maiiner as otfier disbiirsements of the 
city. 

Sec. 4. The assets of the Sinking Fund, now under 
the control of the Board of Fund Commissioners, 
shall be disposed of as follows: The money on hand 
atid the proceeds of all matured coupons from city 
bonds shall be credited to, and bea part of the Sink- 
ing Fund herein created;the immatured coupons 
from city bonds shall be canceied and filed as other 
coupons from city bondsare filed. The bonds of the 
Ohio & Mississippi Railroad shall be turned over to 
the Comptrolier and deposited in his office; in the 
event of the city at any time releaizing on the same, 
the proceeds thereof shall be credited to, and bea 
part of the Sinking Fund herein created. 

The substitute, the Council committee de- 
cided, was not to their liking, so they quietly 
undertook tositon the plan by making an 
adverse report. 

Gen. Stevenson will try to get a hearing be- 
fore the Council to-night, and if he does that 
honorable body will be treated to some very 
plain and characteristic oratory.

THE CHINESE NEW YEAR. 


How It Was Celebrated Last Night by the 
Celestials in St. Louis. 


Two score of Celestiajs engaged in the cele- 
bration of the Chinese New Year. This was 
the unique spectacle which was presented at 
the Union Church, last night, to such St. 
Louisans as caréd to attend thé Oriental fes- 
tivities. John had spared no pains to make 
the affair the most brilliant of the season,and 
when, at 7:30last night, he threwopen the 
doors of the spacious edifice at the corner of 
Eleventh and Locust, his face wore the ex- 
pectant smile of one who hastione his best, 
and looks for merited praise. The en- 
tertainment, with the exception of an 
occasional interlarding of Scriptural selec- 
tions and an opening prayer, was devoted to 
the rendition of a musical programme, more 
or less Oriental in appearance in proportion 
to the inability of the various debutantes to 
mastér the intricacies of the English dialect. 
Mr. Jeu Hon Yee was the hero of the even- 
ing, and afteran opening passage of Script- 
uré read by Mr. Charies EB. Ford, the Super- 
intendent of the Sunddy-school, and a prayer 
by Mr. E. H. Spooner, the Preceritor, Mr. Yee 
opened the programme with a Gospel hymn. 
Mr. Yee. possesses a bass voice of a 
rather weak compass, but consider- 
ing the fact that he was handicapped 
by a stubborn and unfeeling foreign lan- 
guage he deserves great praise for the manh- 
nerin which he rendered his part. Here- 
fused to respond to a demand for an encore, 
and was succeeded by Jeu Mun, who in- 
structed his audience with a passage of 
Scripture, 

Then came the turn for Tom Chung and 
Yung Ling, two celebrated virtuosos—the 
former atenor, the latter a bass.. The two 
songsters lifted their voices in a duet, which, 
while not altogether perfect in point of har- 
monies, was well received. : 

After Jeu Jot had reproduced a portion of 
the Scriptures and Jung Ling had breathed 
forth the plaintive melody of another hymn, 
the grand drawing card of the evening was 
announced, the presentation of a grand mu- 
sical dessert ,‘‘Happy New Year.’’ This inter- 
esting composition was produced by four 
beaming and complacent Celestials; the con- 
fidence of each of whom tocreéeditably acquit 
himself in this, the d denovement, was 
beautiful to behold. Bet the instruments, 
and not the placid performers, attracted the 
most attention. To the uncivilized 
American eye they had the _  ap- 
pearance of grotesqueness and crudity. 
The music produced by them was probably 
mellifiuows to the Chinese ear, but tothe 
American it contained a faint suggestion of 
discordancy. 

Mr. Jeu Hon Yee and wife followed witha 
duet,and they in turn were succeeded by 
songs, duets and readings until the evening 
wore itself out and the programme drew toa 
close.

LOOKS LIKE MURDER. 


David Strauss Will Probably Be Held for 
the Death of Bettie Perkins. 


The inquest on Bettie Perkins, the colored 
woman who died at the City Hospital yester- 
day from a fracture of the skull, will be held 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon. Dr. Dalton, 
Superintendent of the City Hospital, says in 
his official statement of the case to the Coro- 
ner: ‘‘Patient informed mé jthat shortly be- 
fore admission she was struck by a rock and

The wound was enlarged and 
the frontal Done just superior to the orbit 
was found to be fractured about three- 
quarters of an inch.

Bettie wasaservant girl, 27 years 
old, and lived at 1206 North Fourteenth street. 
Strauss is under arrest. According to the 
police report of the affair, a case Of murder 
can be made out against Strauss.

The Aronson Production of “Poor Jona- 
than’’—Bronson Howard’s “Shénan- 
doah’’—The Byrons in “The Plunger’’— 
Joseph Murphy and the Nelsons. 


Two distinct shocks were impressed upon 
that part of the public mind which was con- 
centrated at the Grand Opera-house last 
evening when Rudolph Aronson’s company 
présented Milloecker’s ‘‘Poor Jonathan’’ 
for the first time here. 
wOne shock followed the discovery that it is 
possitile to divest comic opera of the tiiellow 
haze of timé dnd distance, which casts a veil 
of illusion over thle most extraordinary oct- 
currences that may be given the semblance 
ofreality therein, and the other was the 
total absence of young women in tights, who 
have hitherto been, considered absolutely es- 
sential to every comic opera. No matter 
what the location or character of the opera 
may have been young women in fleshings 
invariably wandered about-the woods, draw 
ing-rooms, banquet halls and other scenes 
pictured. 

‘*Poor Jonathan’’isa modérn opera, and 
its scenes are laid in America and Europe of 
the present day, while the tostumes are the 
proper costumes of latter-day fashion, and 
the nearest approach to tights are baggy 
duck trousers worn by young women repre- 
senting West Point Cadets. The scéneés pict- 


‘ure a rich interior in New York, the ante- 


room of Monte Carlos and the parade ground 
at West Point. The first was a beautiful 
background of delicate blue ornamentation, 
and the last was a charming and realistic bit 
of scenery. 

The modernizing of the opera divested it of 
some romance and opportunities for gro- 
tesque humor, while the costuming of it did 
not present ample opportunity for pictur- 
esque effects. The spectacular element was 
toa large extent lacking, but theti the spec- 
tator was not diverted by the physical idio- 
syncracies of chorus-girls from the action 
and the music, 

The production did not fully justify the 
promises made for it, but it was for the most 
part entertaining. The story is not strong in 
interest, and its development lacks clear- 


ness, force and variety of action and inct- 
dent. There is also a lack of novel and at- 
tractive features, the performance dragging 
and giving an impression of slowness and 
duliness at times. Part of this was due to 
somewhat long and rather weak dialogues. 

The musicis bright and thorotighly pleas- 
ing. There are some beautiful songs and 
choruses, but the lack of varied features and 
taking concerted pieces is noticeable also in 
the music. Itis not what may be called a 
rattling success from start to finish. 

The performance, however, was to some 
extent responsible for this. impression. The 
attaching of the Casino nameto the organt- 
zation was hardly warranted excepton the 
ground that the Casino management formed 
it forthe road. The cast was brilliant only 
in spots. One of the brilliant spots was 
Camille Darville, who is not only a handsome 
woman, but is a charming singer and 
clever actress. Her work a8 Harriet,doctress 
and prima donna, was thoroughly artistic 
and delightful. Miss Louise Elssing as Molly, 
the maid, afterwards the gorgeously attired 
wife of Poor Jonathan, was undoubtedly 
clever. She filled her work with dash and 
Vivacity, but occasionally overstepped the 
line of vulgarity. Inone high fling she sug- 
gested the orgy and made the front rows for- 
get that tights were barred from the produc- 
tion. The burden of the work fell upon these 
two, the other female characters being light, 
Miss Lizzie Leene as Miss Big and Miss Eva 
Johns contributing satisfactorily to the per- 
formance. 

The comedy work of the performance fell 
upon Fred Solomon as Jonathan, J. H. Ryley 
as Tobias Quickly, and Max Lubé as Francois. 
Mr. Solomon 1s a hard and consciéfitious 
worker, but without much genvine humor. 
He showed a tendency to over-do in some of 
his best scenes and while he did nodt créate 
as much fun a8 might have extracted from 
his part he did some éffective work. Mr. 
Ryley was admirabie in the part of Quickly, 
making perhaps the most of his opportuni- 
les, and Mr. Lube was excellent as Francois. 

There is little music for male voices in the 
opera and most of that little belongs to the 
tenor, Rubygold, which part was taken by 
Henry Hallam. Mr. Hallam was thoroughly 
unsatisfactory. He was stiff in action ahd 
his light voice fell sliort Several tities, while 
he persistently and discordantly flatted, 
Geo. Alm!, the baritone, had little to do ex- 
cept present a distinguished appearance as 
Count Nowalsky, which he succeeded in ac- 
complishing..

Mrs. Cairns’ seminary was’prior to 
the institution of this proceéding tlie 
pride of Kirkwood: Mrs, Cairns was 
an  infitvential citizen. In facetious 
conversation she was alluded as the ‘‘Mayor 
of Kirkwood.’’ A dirt road which passes her 
seminary is known as Adams avenue. Into 
the gutter aijoiniiig the Adams avénweé line 
of her property adrain frém the séminary 
émptied, This drain was complained of asa 
nuisance. Slops and decayed matter emptied 
upon thé road by this in annoyed resi- 
dents in the vicinity, and they bronght an 
action in the ndme of the Town of Kirkwood 
—under one of its ordinances—against 
her. The drain was declared by the 
Recorder to be a nuisance and she was or- 
déred to abate itin forty-eight hours. She 
did not abate it and for failure was tried and 
by a jury fined. $5. From this judgment she 
appealed. Pending the hearing of the ap- 
peal Mrs. Cairns Was revenged tipon thé peo- 
ple of Kirkwood for their hostility to her 
drain. She removed her seminary to a new 
building within the limitsof St. Louis, south 
of Forest Park, and sold her Kirkwood 
building to colored men, who will establish 
—. & manual training school for colored 
ys, 

Judge Thompson writes the opinion of the 
Court of Ap ls, Judgé Rombauer concurs 
and Judge Biggs takes no part in thé déct- 
sion. They decide in favor of the town,affirm- 
ing the finding. The instructions and points 


of pleading receive lengthy treatment. As to” 


other matters the Court says: *“‘The objec- 
tion thatthe defendants could not be deemelil 
guilty of maintaining a nuisarice ih allowing 
Sslops from their house to escapé into the 
public street until the town shold establish 
a public sewer with owhich their 
house drain could be connected is 
in our judgment untenable. The failure of 
the city isa mere nofi-exéreige of & discre- 
tionary or legislative power. * * * Itis 
clear that the non-exercise of such a power 
does not make the town a participant in the 
nuisance, at least until it is shown that the 
owner of the house neither has norcan devise 
any other reasonable or practicable means of 
disposing of his sewage.’’ 
THE BACON CLUB OF NEOSHO. 

In the case of the State of Missouri at thé 
relation of James Robinson and others, re- 
spondents, against the Bacon Club of Neosho, 
Mo., the Judgment of the lower court ousting 
the club from its corporate franchises was 
sustained. The club was proceeded against 
for the misuser of keeping a bar upon prem- 
ises where intoxicating liqtors wéfé sold aiid 
drunk, contrary to law. Judge Thompson 
says: ‘‘The evidence makes out a prima facia 
case on the part of gentlemen organizing a 
club and setting upa barin their club-room 
for the dispensing of intoxicating lHduors to 
their members by sale, without having any 
licensé so to do, as reqtiired by the laws of the 
State. We sy without a license, for it did 
not appear from the record whether or not 
Newton County has adopted what is known as 
the local option law. Certain it is that no 
person or corporation in this State may law- 
fully engage in the practice of selling intoxt- 
cating liquors by the drink without a dram- 
shop keeper’s license. A gtiestion very much 
like the present has lately been before the 
Court of Appeals of Maryland, and that court 
has held that’ where an incorporated club 
habitually furnishes to its membérs intoxi- 
cating liquors ata price fixed by its regula- 
tions and paid by the members tipon receipt 
of the liquor, this constituted a salé within 
the prohibition of the law of that State. and 
that it is immaftrial that no actual profit ac- 
crues tothe clubfrom the tratisaction, and 
that repeated violations of the law in this 
respect furnish grounds for forfeiture of the 
franchises of the club. The decision seems to 
be a wholesome one, The principle of law 
that prohibits a laboring man from buying a 
drink of liquor in a saloon ought to prevent 
Wealthy gentlemen from orgatiizing them- 
selves into a corporation for the purpose of 
selling it to their members.’’ 

WHEN COURTS FALL OUT. 

Thomas B. Martin was conviced in the 
Hannibal Court of Common Pleas for selling 
intoxicating liquors in less quantity than one 
gallon—he being a licensed druggist and 
fegistered pharmacist, without having a 
physician’s prescription therefor, He ap- 
pealed to the Court of Appeals on the ground 
of the insufficiency of the information 
which failed to set out the 
name of the person to whom 
the illegal sale of liquor was made. Judge 
Biggs says that ‘‘the trial Judgé was évi- 
dently governed in his ruling on this question 
by the decision of Judge Phililips of the Kan- 
sas City Court of Appeals in the case of State 
vs. Elain, It was flatly decjded in that case 
that it was not hecessary in an indictment or 
information against a druggist for the illegal 
sale of intoxicants to give the name of the 
purchaser. We have béen unable to give our 
assent to that proposition. The geriéral rule 
of criminal procedure is,and it is dament- 
al law, that the accused has the indisputable 
right to be informed specifically of the charge 
against him in order that he may prepare his 
defense and also to the efid that the record 
of his acquittal or conviction may be a good 
Dar in case he igs again put on trial for the 
Same offense.’’ . 

-This rule jis applied tothe case before the 
court and the conclusion is that the convic- 
tion must be set aside and the déféndaht dis- 
charged. As this decision is opposed to that 
of the Kansas City Court of Appeals the case 
will be certified to the Supreme Court for final 
dis position.

THE MOVEMENT FOR EIGHT HOURS TO 
BEGIN ON MAY 1 NEXT. 


Proceedings of the Meeting of the United 
Mine-Workers of America—The Con- 
nelisville Strike—Granger Legislation— 
Labor News, 


CoLumBus, O., Feb. 10.—The first annual 
convention of the United Mine Workers of 
America was opened in this city this morn- 
ing, with fully 800 delegates present, repre- 
senting fifteen States of the Union,the special 
object of which is to make definite arrange- 
ments for the inauguration ofthe eight-hour 
day on May 1, 1891. The inauguration of this 
movement has been delegatea to this order 
by the other labor organizations. Presi- 
dent John 3B. Rae appointed com- 
mittees on credentials and rules. 
Committees were also sent for President 
Samuel Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor; Treasurer Hayes of the Knights of 
Labor General Assembly, A. W. Wright, 
member of the General Executive Board 
Knights of Labor, and Hugh Cavanaugh, 
General Worthy Foreman of Knights of 
Labor. All but Secretary Hayes were found 
and they were enthusiastically greeted on 
their entrance to the hall. When President 
Rae introduced President Gompers, 
a significant incident occurred. Taking 
Mr. Gompers and Mr. Wright by the hands, 
he said that this illustrated the good feeling 
existing between the three great labor organ- 
izations. Uproarious applause followed this 
announcement. The speeches by the visitors 
were on the subject of the eight-hour move- 
ment, showing the sympathy of the organiza- 
tions they represent with the eight-hour 
movement and pledging their support. The 
sentiment of all seemed to be that everything 
was in good shape fora monster strike on 
May 1 next for eight hours if the operators do 
not accede to the demand. 

AGAINST GRANGER LEGISLATION. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 10.—T. G. Boody, 
General Organizer of the Railway Employes’ 
Club, with headquarters at Minneapolis, 
Minn., addressed a large audience of railroad 
men here last night and will organize a club. 
The object is the protection of the intereSt of 
employes by fighting what is known as 
‘‘granger legislation.’® which, by making 
war onthe rallroads,it is said, has so re- 
duced their earnings as to necessitate the 
cutting down of wagesand the laying off of 
employes. The assertion is made that divi- 
dends paid by railroads in the Northwestern 
States were reduced in the year 1859 toless 
than one-half of 1 per cent on their stock and 
the average return from all railroad invest- 
ments was less than3 percent. The organi- 
zation of the railroad employes asa solid 
phalanx of voters is intended to check the 
granger element in efforts to ignore the wel- 
fare of the railroad employes and pass laws 
which rob them of the means of livlihood. 

WANT THEIR WAGES. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 10.—About three hun- 
dred employes of the Pittsburg & Western 
Railroad Co.at Allegheny and Newcastle have 
gone on a strike on account of non-payment 
of wages. The road is now practically tied 
up as regards freight traffic. The company 
gives as an excuse forthe delay the reorgan- 
ization of the road preparatory to its absorp- 
tion by the Baltimore & Ohio. 

THE CONNELLSVILLE STRIKE. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 10.—Dispatches from 
Connellsville coke region to-day report the 
strike of coke workers and miners as general. 
All the plants have closed down and the only 
employes still on duty are the pumpers and 
watchmen. Order prevails at all points and 
no trouble apprehended for the present at 
least. Over 16,000 men are idle. 

SHOE LASTERS STRIKE. 

Avon, Mass., Feb. 10.—The forty lasters in 
the shoe shop of John Beach quit work yes- 
terday. The trouble started when, lasting 
machines were putin, the union submitting 
a scale of prices which Mr. Beach declared he 
could not pay with any profit to himself. He 
declares the machines have come to stay and 
there is no use in fighting against them. 
About eight hundred hands are employed at 
the shop.

AN UNUSUAL SURGICAL OPERATION.

THE ITALIANS VICTORIOUS AT THE IN- 
TERNATIONAL SHOOTING CONTEST. 


America’s Representative Does Poor Work 
—The Dixon-McCarthy Fight Declared 


—General Sporting News. 


The pigeon shooting honors at Monte Carlo 
for 1891 hava again been won by the Italians, 
as they were in 1886 and 1889, with Sig. Guidi- 
cini. The meeting began on Jan. 19, with the 


j usual large number-of ‘‘cracks’’ from Eng- 


land, France, Belgium, Austria, Italy, with 
the United States represented by Mr. Mac- 
alister of the Philadelphia and New York 
clubs. That Mac was held in respect by the 
‘*bookies’’ assembled at Monte ‘Carlo 
was shown by making him the favorite 
for the grand prize at i100 to 6 
against, with the next nine at 100 to 4, the 
next ten at 100 to8, and the famous shots, 
Lord De Clifford and Sig. Guidicini at 40tol 
each, The grand. prize is the third of the 
series, for the first of the fixtures, the grand 
Poule d’Essai, at $20 each, with $400 added, at 
two birds each, at 25, 26and27 metres. Mr. 
Macalister killed all his birds, as did fifteen 
others. In shooting ‘‘miss and out’’ at 28 
metres the American held hisown up tothe 
twelfth bird. It was then so dark thata 
postponement had been offered and refused, 
Macalister missed, leaving the English shoot- 
ers, Horton and Barker, to divide first and 
second prizes, $1,373, Macalister getting the 
third prize, worth $392. 

The second fixture (shot Jan. 21) was the 
Prix d’Ouverture, at $20 each, with $600 anda 
piece of silver added, to shoot at five birds, 
miss and out. It had eighty-seven entries, of 
which fourteen killed their five birds, includ- 
ing Mr. Macalister. In shooting off he missed 
his ninth bird, and the prize was finally won 
by Count Gajoli, with thirteen straight M. 
Lepot, who was second forthe same event 
last year, missing his thirteenth bird. In- 
cluding the silver, the prize was worth $978. 

The Grand Prize was shot Jan. 23 and 24, 
with an entry of 97 shooters, at $0each, to 
which wasadded $4,000and anobjet d’art; 
conditions,5 birdsat 26metres and 7,at 27 
metres.No less than 18 killed all at the shorter 
rise, but only twowere fortunate at the 27 
metres, viz., the two Italians, Count Lucca 
Gajoli and Sig. Verri. Thelatter, anew 
man, in his first season, missed 
his thirteenth bfrd, and the winner 
of the Prix d@’Ouverture, Count Gajoli, added 
$3,958 and the handsome piece of silver to his 
estate. The second prize was worth $1,770; 
thé third, $1,370, was divided between Mr. 
Kennedy and Count Trauttmasdorff. The 
bird that Mr. Macalister missed was slow, 
and he missed it, as he has so often done 
similar birds at Bergen Point, Riverton and 
on the Westminster Kennel Club grounds at 
Babylon. It ‘‘hung,’’ and he literally shot 
over it with both barrels. 

At last advices the Prix de Consolation was 
to be shot, and it is to be hoped that Mr. 
Macalister will have better luck. In a match 
at 100 or 200 birds with the winner of the grand 
prize the Count would not have the ghost of a 
chance with the American.

BASE BALL. 

It has long been held by base ball enthusi- 
asts that the national game is the only out- 
door sport that can live on’ itsown merits; 
that other sports depend on outside means 
for maintenance, says the Cincinnati £n- 
quirer. Base ball is independent of betting. 
It has nothingin common with pool-rooms, 
nor does it derive a single dollar revenue 
from pooling privileges, as is the case with 
all of the American racing courses. ‘‘Take 
betting away from horse racing, and how 
long will it last?’’ has long been the cry of the 
base ball enthusiasts. This claim has been 
proved conclusively in the last few weeks. 
Jersey laws are inimical to betting ona race 
course, and severe sentences doled out to the 
officials of the Clifton track, and some of the 
book-makers doing business there, have 
caused betting to be prohibited on that 
course. The racing has been continued, how- 
ever, but racing withouta chance to specu- 
late in the books is dreary sport. At least, 
the turf followers think so, for the attend- 
ance at Clifton, which formerly averaged 
about 4,000 a day, has dwindled down toa 
mere handful of people. The other day the 
races wererun before less than 100 people. 
The admirers of racing who go simply to see 
the horses run are few and far between, 
while almost all the base ball patrons go 
simply to seethe game played, andnot to 


gamble. 
THE SALES SYSTEM. 


The agreement entered into by a coterie of 
the League magnates to abolish the sales sys- 
tem didn’t last longer than a June frost. The 
magnates had hardly completed all the ar- 
rangements to carry their resolve into execu- 
tion before one of them asked another 
magnate, who had been particularly enthu- 
siastic about eradicating the evil, to give him 
one of his extra players. He was referred to 
the manager of the team. The magnates 
called on that worthy and made inquiries.

‘*‘Well, that may. be all true enough, but if 
you don’t give up $3,500 you can’t have the 
player.’’

When it came to giving Byrne, 
Doyle and Abel $40,000 they formed a combi- 
nation to get out of the club, for fear the 
stock could not be floated and they would be 
compelled to go down in their pockets to 
make up that amount. 

Mr. Goodwin, however, is convinced that 
the money can be raised all right.
